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speed shaft of the latter is connected 
through the clutch to the lathe shaft. 


The hydraulic automatic control has 
an extended lever which is connected 
by a chain to the feed screw of the 
knife carriage of the lathe and as the 
diameter of the log decreases the move- 
ment of the carriage forward pul!s the 
lever on the control and speeds up the 
variable speed transmission. This, of 
course, increases the peripheral speed 
of the turning log automatically and 
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maintains the desired cutting speed. 
As already stated, this automatically 
maintained constant speed of 130 ft. 
per minute has increased production 
by about 78% and has made it pos- 
sible to produce as much in two shifts, 
involving five men, as was formerly 
accomplished in three such shifts. Of 
course, if production requirements in- 
crease still more, they can be handled 
by operating a third shift.
